2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-28 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a transmitter 
configured to transmit successive data sets in a forward channel; a processor associated with the transmitter configured to make 
forward channel power adjustments as a function of characteristics of the data sets as received over the forward channel; a receiver 
configured to successively receive on a reverse channel successively computed transmit power control signals for the transmitting 
WTRU*s forward channel power adjustments based on the characteristics of each of the data sets received on the forward channel; a 
bias error component configured to successively computed bias error values based on the successively received transmit power 
control signals; and the processor configured to adjust forward channel power as a function of the most recently received transmit 
power control signal and most recently computed bias error value in advance of the transmission of each successive data set after the 
transmission of a first data set. 
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
